Abandon Search 
For Lost Trapper 


The Grave Flats area of the iso- 
lated, rugged Brazeau forest re- 
serve, 260 miles west and south of 
Edmonton, has refused to give up 
its secret of the fate of Ben Knut- 
son, veteran trapper and provincial 
forestry “lookout man.” 

Two months ago Monday, on Aug. 
28, Knutson was last heard from. 
Monday in Edmonton the R.C.M.P. 
announced that further search was 
futile, as well as impossible due to 
approaching winter, 

“We have been forced to conclude 
that Knutson either suffered a heart 
or a fatal accident some- 
in the 
Grave Flats area,” said an official. 
“A continuous search has been car- 


| ried on for 60 days. Chances of ever 


finding out what happened to 


Knutson are practically nil, so the | 


search has been abandoned and he 
has been given up for dead.” 
Dog Also Missing 

Missing with Knutson {s the 
youngest of his two dogs. The olde: 
pack dog returned to the trapper’s 
cabin, high on a ridge in the area, 
10 days after the forestry lookout 
went missing, The fact that one 
dog either died wittr its master, or 
has chosen to revert to the wild life 
of a wolf to stay with its master’s 
corpse, has added to the mystery. 

Forest Ranger A. Crawford, of 
Mountain Park area, was in tele- 
phone conversation with Knutson 
Aug. 28. Two days went by and no- 
thing further was heard from the 
Grave Flats lookout, so forestry of- 
ficials investigated. 

They found Knutson’s cabin va- 
cant, but with prepared food on the 
table, and things in readiness for a 
Knutson had obviously left

PEIPING, (AP) — Chinese gov- 
ernment troops in Manchuria Mon- 
day were reported by official sources 
to be moving along two routes to- 
ward the big Soviet-occupied free 
port of Dairen, apparently seeking 
to cut a suspected major funnel of 


supply for Chinese Communist 
armies in Manchuria, 
There was no indication that

along the Mukden-Dairen railroad, 
and southwest from Antung, the 
Manchuria-Korea border city seized 
two days ago, 

Soviet Russia agreed under the 
1945 Sino-Soviet treaty to joint con- 
trol of Dairen by the two powers, 
but the Russians have maintained 
a large garrison there and have for- 
bidden intrusion both by the Chinese 
government and a United States 
naval party. 

(Three American press correspon- 
dents who managed to enter Dairen 
last February, only to be ejected 
promptly by the Russians, reported 
brisk Soviet military activity there.) 

Government capture of Chefoo, 
the main Communist port on the 
Shantung peninsula of North China, 
appeared imminent. Fighting was 
reported inside the city itself.

U.S. Is Cool, Cautious to Plan 


Of U.N. Controling World Food 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — An of-* ————————____ 


ficial American attitude of coolness 
and caution was adopted Sunday 
toward a proposed United Nations 
food board with wide controls over 
production, prices and distribution. 


The United States entered an 
international conference on the 
plan here Monday uncommitted for 
or against it. But a governmental 
decision to go slow was adopted, of- 
ficials said, after a series of meet- 
ings last week attended by repre- 
sentatives of the state and agri- 
culture departments, national farm 
organizations and consumer groups, | 
Opposition to the proposed con- 
trol board was expressed by some 
government officials as well as by | 
farm leaders. They expressed con- | 
cern that it might be too powerful 
and become strong enough in time | 
to dictate farm production policies 
for this and other countries. | 

The proposal, advanced by Dir- | 
ector-General Sir John Boyd Orr! 
of the United Nations Food and! 
Agriculture Organization, will be 
taken up by a preparatory com- | 
mission charged with formulating 
a long-term world food program 

The United States and 15 other | 
countries, including Canada, are | 
represented on the commission, | 
which opened its meetings here 
Monday. Creation of the commis- 
sion was authorized by the recent 
conference of the F.A.O. at Copen- | 
hagen. | 

Sir John proposed that the food 
board be given authority to build 
up reserves of agricultural com- | 
modities in years of good harvests | 
and that it be permitted to buy and 
sell these reserves for the purpose 
of stabilizing prices at “levels fair 
to producers and consumers alike.” | 


Mosque Guarded 
By 40 Moslems’ 


By Preston Grover 

BOMBAY, (AP) — A rearguard! 
of 40 Moslems, protecting a small; 
mosque in the heart of a teeming 
Hindu district, has been successful 
in repelling almost nightly attacks 
by hundreds of rioters, | 

The area, known as Lal Bagh Kala | 
Chowkie contains 40,000 Hindus) 
crowded into a few square blocks | 
of buildings two to five storeys high, | 

In the midst of these are three 
buildings, in which 700 Moslems 
used to live, and the mosque. | 

All But 40 Fled 

As tension mounted last month 
from communal rioting, all but 40 
of the Moslems fled to the com- 
parative safety of Moslem sections of 
this troubled city. 

The 40 remained to protect the 
property and to guard the mosque 
against “unbelievers.” 

A half-dozen policemen patrol the 
area and manage to keep the peace 
during the daytime, The police and 
Hindus say the mosque and other 
Moslem buildings would be set ablaze 
immediately if the patrol were with- 
drawn, 

As Dusk settles, however, the 
Hindus start edging forward, and) 
stone-throwing battles almost al-| 
Ways ensue. Sometimes more! 
lethal weapons than stones are em-| 
ployed, 

I visited the area Friday night. I 
saw @ Moslem attempt to drive a) 
bullock cart loaded with kindling 
poles away from the Moslem “‘is- | 
land” into the Hindu area, After) 
proceeding for a short distance, he 
lost his confidence and fled, aban- 
doning his cart. | 

Reply with Bullets 

A little later, a truckload of Bri- 
tish troops arrived to help guard the 
mosque. A pop bottle sailed aming | 
them from a nearby building. The 
troops replied with rifle fire, and an 
uneasy silence descended. 

At dawn, an angry mob swarmed 
into the street when a Moslem was 
injured in a traffic accident. The 
police fired to disperse the crowd; 
one man fell dead and another 
wounded, 

Police sad they would be glad to 
escort the Moslems out of the area 
and into a Moslem section of the 
city, but the 40 defenders would not 
abandon the mosque to what they 
call the degradations of the Hindus, 

Similar disorders have occurred 
in other parts of the city. Appa-| 
rently, Hindus living in the Mos- 
lem quarters have been subjected 
to much the same sort of treatment. H

British rations are skimpy and 
monotonous, Official rations in 
France are even more so, Everyone 
gets the same in Britain and the 
black market scarcely exists, The 
man with money can buy anything 
he wants in France where the black 
market flourishes. 

Visitors to France get the im- 
pression of abundant food but food 
control rather than copious quanti- 
ty is mainly responsible, Everything 
is available in hotels and restau-, 
rants where a meal, with the in- 
evitable wine, usually costs more 
than 500 francs ($4), But wages 
have not kept pace with rising 
prices, '

Britain is in the market for two million 
tons of steel, and wants to get it from this 
continent. Another indication that British 
industry is reviving faster than that of any 
other country, and is in position already to 
buy materials abroad in large quantities.

Canada is not diréctly interested, be- | 


cause it is and always has been a steel 
importing country. _ But indirectly it is in- 
volved, adversely. 

United States mills were out of pro- 
duction so long that they will require months 
in which to catch up with the home demand. 
Canada meanwhile must take what it can 
get there, and Britain is now in the field as 
a competitive bidder for any steel the U.S. 
mills can be induced to export. 

That does not improve the outlook in 
Canada for better supplies of steel-made 
machinery, implements, building and house- 
hold needs. Quite the contrary. To what- 
ever extent the British buyers are successful 
in their bids, there will be a slowing of 
reconstruction in Canada. 

Had the U.S. mills kept going, the home 
demand could be met, British industry could 
get the steel it needs, and Cahada’s import 
requirements could be taken care of, Because 
they did not keep going there is hindrance 
to recovery in all three countries—perhaps 
in others also, 

In our modern world no country lives 
to itself. Industrial tie-ups and stalled pro- 
duction in one are potent factors in causing 
stagnation in others. 


A Cruel Age 


The trial of Mrs. Dick in Hamilton for 
the murder of her husband was the occasion, 
it is reported, of shocking scenes. Court 
behavior, it seems, was held to a pretty high 
level. But the performance of the crowds 
on the streets appears to have been dis- 
graceful. 

During the trial there were daily queues 
of women fighting for places in the court- 
room. Huge gangs of people assembled 
around the courthouse to watch the exit and 
entrance of the accused. Sometimes this 
crowd cheered her, sometimes it merely 
leered. But it always had loud-mouthed 
remarks about her appearance, usually 
complimentary.. 

But the night she was convicted and 
left the building under sentence of death, 
the display of uncivilized feeling in this 
crowd was something to excite comment. The 
gang shouted and jeered and howled ribald 
insults at her. Little children sent peals of 
raucous laughter after her and even sharp 
fragments of obscenity, 

Now it is all very well to say that crim- 
inals or alleged criminals should not be thus 
paraded before the public. They should not 
indeed be so paraded. But this vicious and 
unkind malicious spirit must have been in- 
herent in the hearts of the crowd whether 
the actual appearance of this woman excited 
it to expression or not. 

Nor can it be said that such a display 
of barbarity could only happen in Hamilton. 
It could happen anywhere’ Hamilton people 
are no more savage than the people of any 
other Canadian city. 

The truth is that this is a cruel and 
hard age.

was the slump that Washington has ordered 
an official investigation into the cause. 

One official, name not given, anticipates 
the disclosures of the probe committee by 
saying that manufacturers have been hold- 
ing off the market one and a half billion 
yards of cotton cloth, expecting that prices 
would soar when controls are taken off. 

But something evidently gave way before 
the looked-for boom materialized, bids 
stopped going up, and now the whole set-up 
is being looked into by government exam- 
iners. Wherefore, the informant says, these 
huge reserves of the stuff out of which shirts 
are made will start moving toward the gar- 
ment-factories and store shelves. 

Canadians will hope that the timely 
flood may sweep across the boundary line 
and liquidate the shirt-shortage in the 
Dominion, not to mention aggravating short- 
ages in a dozen other lines of personal and 
household requirements.

The Russian government's con- 
cept of foreign trade and the re- 
construction of the world economy 
has been clarified by its official 
spokesmen in two simultaneous 
statements, At the Paris peace con- 
ference Russia has rejected out- 
right the theory that the Danube 
River should be internationalized 
and opened freely to the trade of 
all nations. In the Economie and 
Social Council of the United Nat- 
ions Russia has rejected a British 
and American proposal that an in- 
ternational commission be estab- 
lished to unify the economy of 
Europe as a whole, 

These two revelations of Russian 
policy, accompanied by Russia’s 
failure to accept the world currency 
stabilization scheme or participate 
a world trade conference, show 


in 
that Russia does not regard the 
world as a single economic unit 


It proposes to build its own com- 
munity apart from the world com- 
munity and believes that it can 
prosper most by this method.

This system of self - containment 
and protectionism is now proclaim- 
ed by Soviet spokesmen as a new 
discovery essential to the commu- 
nist method of raising man’s stand- 
ard of life. 

In other words the breaking down 
of trade barriers in the last cen- 
tury, the end of the centuries of 
mercantilism and self-containment, 
the sudden upsurge of world trade 
under free enterprise is now inter- 
preted as a “conservative” develop- 
ment unfavorable to the interests 
of mankind. It must, therefore, be 
reversed by a return to self-con- 
tainment for the good of the com- 
mon man 

If this self-containment is essen- 
tial to the communist system with 
its complete state control of all 
economic processes, and undoubt- 
edly it is, history does not support 
the theory that self-containment ev- 
er enriched the world. The history 
of the nineteenth century shows, 
on the contrary, that the world ach- 
ieved its first chance of general 
prosperity when, after the inven- 
tion of machinery, it began to dis- 
tribute goods freely and, within a 
few years achieved a higher stand- 


ard of living than it had ever 
known before 

This hopeful process was inter- 
upted by an attempted return to 


self-containment in this century, 
The western nations are now striv- 
ing by various means and 
through many different channels 
to reverse the latest trend, which 
produced depression and contribut- 
ed very largely to the outbreak of 
two world wars. They are trying to 
restore the broad community of 
world trade, This the Russian pol- 
icy, now plainly stated, Opposes as 
being against the interests not 
only of Russia but of the world, 
Russia cannot prevent the restor- 
ation of the world’s trade, for it 
controls, with its satellites, only a 
portion of it, But it can certainly 
hive off from the world community 
the trade of eastern Europe and ils 
own, This it proceeding to do 
by a variety of measures, Already,

NEW YORK—One of the argu- 
ments used by those anxious to 
hand the atom bomb over to Rus- 
sia without ensuring it will not 
be used to make aggressive war, is| 
that the few remaining secrets ot!

make their retention valueless in 
a short time. It is, therefore, sug- 
gested that a gesture of this kind 
would be an easy way of securing) 
Russian good will. | 


There is an obvious absurdity 
in this, For why, if in fact the sec 
ret is virtually valueless, should 


the Russians be gratified at having 
it passed on to them? 


It is true, of course, that in one 
sense there is no longer any real 
secret. It has been known in near- 
ly every country in the world for 
the last 25 years that it was theor- 
etically possible to make an atom 
bomb, And as soon the first 
one exploded in public over Hiro- 
shima, every scientist in the world 
realized that it had become a prac- 
tical proposition, 


as 


But there remain extraordinary 
difficulties in the way of actually 
manufacturing the bomb, and it is 
reliably estimated that it would 
take Russia at least seven years 
from now to produce one on her 
own, And it is further estimated 
that, if the secrets of the American 
engineering technique were to be 
published, that time would be re- 
duced from seven years to about 
five. This cannot be dismissed 
a negligible difference, since it 
clear that as long as the United 
States has a monoply of the bomb 
the peace of the world is assured.

The same optimistic people who 
advocate the pooling of all informa- 
tion on the subject also hold that 
the States should immediately 
cease further production of the 
bomb, This suggestion is even more 
foolish than the other and, if ad- 


opted, would do as much, if not 
more to jeopardize the uneasy 
peace we now enjoy 

Exactly how many bombs the 


United States possesses is a jeal- 
ously guarded secret, but there is 
good reason to believe that there 
are now more than a thousand in 


the stockpile. America therefore 
has a seven-year etart, plus at 
least a thousand bombs. In case 


no international control plan should 
be achieved, by the time Russia 
succeeded in producing one bomb, 
America would have many thous- 
ands of far more deadly ones and, 
in addition, would certainly have 
perfected a quicker and more eco- 
nomical method of production 


The huge stockpile of these im- 
proved bombs which the United 
States would possess by the time 
Russia had produced a single one 
might well prolong our period of 
certain peace from seven years to 
ten, Surely, this is not a thing to 
be lightly cast aside 


To argue, as so many do, that 
che present policy gives no guar 
antee of permanent peace, is dis- 


honest, There is no method yet de 
vised by man that can do that 
And half a loaf is better than no 
bread. This being so it is quite

Now comes the announcement that 
there will be no Januarg class for

It is no secret that the VLA of- 
ficials have been’ worried for 
months because their “small hold 
ing” scheme had become a “thinly 
disguised” housing scheme. It act- 
ually amounted to a_ subsidized 
housing scheme for veterans, and 
was giving far more satisfaction 
than some of its critics indicated 
The new regulations emphasize the 
“part-time farming” aspects of the 
scheme and lift it out of the “hous- 
ing program” class. 

The change in policy regarding 
“awaiting returns” is a different 
matter. This scheme has been ex- 
plained as one of the best items 
in the entire rehab program, All 
last winter the policy was to treat 
applicants with maximum generos- 
ity. Instructions were to give first 
and ask questions later. Now pay- 
ments are to be curtailed to no 
more than a subsistence allowance 
to tide needy farmers and business 


men over a few months of inact- 
ivit? 

While the “be generous” policy 
was in effect veterans were able 
to use most of the early proceeds 
from their businesses to pay off 
their debts and build up stock 


Now any payments of this kind will 
be considered as earnings and the 
benefits will be used to make up 
the difference between total net 
earnings from the business and $50 
a month for a single man, $70 
for a married man. If the earnings 
equal these figures or exceed them 
no benefits will be paid.

Rural and urban school attend- 
ance for the Dominion amounted 
to only 85 per cent, Dr. Phillips 
said, “which means this morning 
there will be 300,000 children ab 
sent from school.” 

He said the school student pop- 
ulation of Canada amounted about 
2,000,000, and that speaking in terms 
of pupil days this absenteeism a- 
mounted to about 60,000,000 each 
year. 

RESULTS OF THE survey will 
be ready some time in the early 
part of 1947, and will be acted upon 
as a guide in a Dominion-wide cam- 
paign to cut down absences from 
school, 

The survey organization in Alber- 
ta includes 12 teachers in Edmonton, 
12 in Calgary and 26 in rural 
schools, Dr. Phillips is meeting the 
Edmonton group today to discuss 
progress of the reports.

Power company officials who 
surveyed the damage said it would 
take eight months to lay a new 
cable, and the installation of an 
emergency generating station on 
}the island was started. But the 
electricians declined to say when 
the lights would be turned on again 

Meanwhile, homes of the 2,000 
people in and around Clarke's Har- 
bor, the island's principal town, 
were without power even for their 
radios. Water had to be drawn 
from wells because the town’s wa- 
| ter supply was pumped electrically. 

Workmen going to their jobs in 
the half-dozen industrial plants 
found their firms — chiefly fish- 
processing and allied industries 
had shut down, At least 100 were 
; out of work. 

Then in the darkness of Wes- 
nesday night the ferry Joseph Howe 
rammed a pier and was so serious- 
ly damaged she had to be replaced 
|by the emergency ferry Edgar 
| Rhodes, with about half the Howe's 
capacity. 
| Even the movies were out for 
islanders who wanted to forget 
their troubles. There was no power
